Thank you for contacting me concerning the allegations of misconduct involving the 
Justice Department. As Chainnan of the Committee on Government Reform, I am charged with, 
oversight of federal agencies such as the Department of Justice and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. As you know, the FBI's controversial handling of organized crime investigations 
in Boston has recently come under scrutiny. 

In early 2001, the Committee began an investigation of misconduct by Justice 
Department personnel in Boston. Evidence indicates that innocent men were unfairly convicted 
and wrongfully imprisoned, government informants committed numerous murders, and murder 
and drug investigations were hampered in order to protect informants. The Committee has 
subpoenaed documents relating to the handling of these informants. A number of hearings have 
already been held to investigate the allegations of misconduct in Boston and to assess whether or 
not legislative solutions are required. As a result of these proceedings, it is my belief that there is 
a need for legislative change. At this time the Committee is exploring potential legislative 
solutions lo prevent such misconduct on the part of federal prosecutors and law enforcement 
agents in ihe future.

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit also

Top officials admit 
FBI broke law 

Agency acquired personal data about citizens 



WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The nation's top 
two Jaw enforcement 
officials acknowl- 
j edged Friday the FBI broke the 
law lu secretly pry out personal 
information about Americans. 
They apologized and vowed to 
| present further illegal intrusions. 
Attorney General Alberto Conza- 
J** left open the possibility of pur- 
] suing criminal charges against FBI 
j igenfcs or lawyers who improperly 
j used the L5A Patriot Act in pursuit 
of suspected terrorists and spies. 

The FBI's tnuisvressions were 
spelled out in a damning 126- 
page audit by Justice Department 
Inspector General Glenn A. Fine. 
He found that agents sometimes 
demanded personal data on people 
without official authorization, and 
in other cases improperly obtained 
telephone records in tttm -emer- 
gency ditumstanoeSi 

The audit also concluded that the 
FBI for three years underreported 
fo Congress how often it used na- 
tional security letters to force busi- 
rwvses to turn over customer Jata

Still, "we believe the improper or 
illegal uses we found involve seri- 
uus misuses of national security 
letter authorities," the audit con- 
cluded. 

FBl Director Robert 5- Mueller 
slid rnanvof the pmblt ms were 
being fixed, including by building 
a better internal data onllectinn 
system and training employees on 
the limits of their authority. The 
FBI has also strapped the use of 
"exigent letter*/ which were Lised 
to gather utfonnation without the 
signed permission of an authorized 
official 

"But the question should and 
must be asked: How could this 
happen 7 Who is accountable?* 
Mueller ^kL 'And the answer to 
that is, I am to be held account- 
able/ Mueller said he had not 
been asked to resign, nor had he 
discussed doing so with itther of- 
ficials. He said employees wuuld 
probably face disciplinary jctions, 
nut criminaJ charges, following an 
internal investigation of how the 
violations occurred.
